Our conversation about Kiao-cliau on the day of my departure 
for Piesdorf, at the end of which you said that it was high time 
to stiffen up our tepid and vacillating policy in the Far East, 
has had a quick result, quicker than we imagined. Yesterday 
I received official information of an attack, wth murder and 
robbery, on the German missionary station at Yen-chu-fu in 
Shantung. So the Chinese have at last given us the grounds 
and the ' incident ’ which your predecessor, Marschall, so long 
desired. I decided to lay on at once. For aU reports, whether 
in writing, officially or privately, or orally from travellers return- 
ing from the Far East, leave it in no doubt that wo have reached 
a turning point as regards our whole prestige, influence, and hopes 
of trade development. All eyes, both of Asiatics and of Buiu- 
peans Jiving there, are turned upon us, and everyone is asking 
if we will stand this or not. 

- The message to the Admiral contains instructions to proceed 
atpnce to Eiao-chau and seize it, threaten reprisals and act 
with energy. To-day the Chancellor informed me that this 
intention would be a breach of the Peterhof Agreements 
and that jit must first be ascertained how the Russian Govern- 
ment would feel towards this enterprise. One might eventually 
occupy the island of Chang-tau and clarify the position in St. 
Petersburg ip die meantime. However humiliating it may be 
for the German Empire to be obliged almost to obtain per- 
mssion in St. Petersburg to protect and avenge the Christians 
in China w'ho are committed to its care, and also to help itself 
to a spot which it refrairied from occupying three years ago 
^ out of excessive modesty — and to which there could have been 
no objection — 1 did nevertheless not hesitate a moment in taking 
this step for the good of my country.

in the Yang-tsze ^ territory should, with the consent of the 
Powers, especially of Russia, be reserved for England alone.' 
This was why Lord Sahsbury -first proposed in St. Petersburg^ 
that each Power should act alone and independently in its own 
sphei-e of interest and that only the army destined to march on 
Pekin should be under one command in chief. It is indifierent 
to him which Power holds this command. If Russia agrees To'^

According to a Keuter cable which has just come in the 
British ist Class reserve squadron at Devonport has been 
ordered to be ready to go to sea in 24 hours.

Times, whose Washington correspondent, in discussing the 
, alleged sinking of a Venezuelan war-ship by the German 
squadron," concludes with the following sentences ; ‘ It would 
be a vain attempt to deny the bad impression produced here 
by the events of the last two days. The main criticism of the 
sinking of the Venezuelan war-ships is that it has given the 
action against Venezuela the character of a punitive expedition. 
It is significant that the general inclination here is to ascribe 
Che blame for this treatment not to the British but to the 
Germans.’ In a leading article on this correspondence The 
Times expresses its wish and expectation that British war-ships 
did not take part in this sinking.

Foreign Office, Jwie xyth, 1905 

'Cipher telegram. 

The President spoke to me as follows : ‘ On tlie basis of your 
niemorandum about Morocco I had a long conversation with 
the French Ambassador a few days ago. I thought it necessary 
to iet him know aU the points to which you drew my attention, 
I said I well knew that his Government might regard my action 
as interference in tlieir business, but as the Morocco affair 
threatened to cause a war between Germany and France, which 
w'ould trouble the world's peace, I felt justified in doing as I 
'did. I begged the French Ambassador to tell this to his 
Government and say that France could only lose by a war 
with ‘Germany, and England would only gain. I thought the 
best waj' to settle the Morocco question was a Conference. 
, Yesterday the French Ambassador thanked me . . . " for my 
efforts in the interests of peace. They [the French Government ?] 
would examine the question thoroughly and tell me their 
decision. 

/F have just told the British Ambassador that I expect 
England to put no difficulties in the way of a peaceful solution 
of the question between Germany and France.’ 

F hear that since the King and Lord Lansdo\vne received 
Mr. Hay in London there has been an exchange of telegrams 
between him and the President, in which Mr. Hay tried to win 
the President over to England’s side in the Morocco question. 
'.From what the President said to-day, I gather that tliis has 
not been successful. 


, The President has heard that England and France are now 
negotiating together on the question.

If Germany refused the guarantee of Belgian and Dutch 
independence if demanded at the beginning of a war, it would

This final aim could not be attained by merely throwing in 
the fleet. The land army would have to be thrown in as weU. 

The plans to be followed by the land army were either, 
after the German fleet had been destroyed, to land on the coast 
of Jutland or Schleswig — or, if the German fleet had not been 
successfully destroyed, to land on the Belgian or Dutch coasts.

CHAPTER XXIX 

THE EASTERN QUESTION AND CRETE, 1909-10 

Jln 1898 Germany and Austria witlidrew from the problem of Crete 
and left it to the other four Great Powers, England, France, Italy and 
Russia to settle it. They hoped thus to be free to retain the Porte's con- 
hdence whilst their rivals were releasing the island from the clutches of 
Turkey. But the Cretan affair became inextricably involved in the whole 
question of the Turlash Empire, and Germany found that her repeated 
declarations of desinidrcssement were impairing her influence in Con- 
stantinople in such questions as the Bagdad Railway and the slipping on 
the rivers of Mesopotamia. 

England’s hands were more or less tied for a time by the desire to give 
the Young TurltS every chance of making good their progressive professions, 
(Cf. G. & T., V, p. 279.) 

On October 12th, 1908, the Cretan Chamber voted in favour of union 
with Greece. For ten years the four Powers entrusted with the admin- 
istration of the island had kept contingents in Canea and Candia, and the 
time fixed for their withdrawal was approaching. The British Consul 
and Yice-Consul at Canea rvere Mr. A. Peel and Mr. E, Wyldbore-Smith.

ment out of the undeser'/edly difficult situation into which Crete^s in- 
opportune action had brought it. Sir Edward met this -with a refusal. 
On being asked whether the British Government would at least refuse to‘ 
recognise the Bulgarian declaration of independence and the annexation of 
Bosma the Bntish Minister again said no.' 

[On January 22nd, 1909, the German Charge d’ Affaires at Athens 
wrote that the report that England intended to add to her force in Crete 
was now confirmed. (XXVII. 36.) From now on there was a Company 
of British, French, and Italian soldiers and a few men from the Russian 
army at Canea, and two companies of British troops on the walls over- 
looldng Candia.]

. . . We must seek another explanation for England's 
opposition. Respect for Turkey cannot have been the &itish 
Government’s deciding motive, although they said it was so 
in a telegram to the British Minister here. For if the Powers 
were acting in concert, no one of them would have to fear any 
loss to its own interests as against the countries working along 
with them. (Bulow : ‘ Aha ! ') But the moral reason, as 
stated by Sir E. Grey in his telegram — that delivering Crete to 
Greece would mean a breach of confidence with Turkey — ^must 
be judged side by side with the fact that England has often 
enriched herself at Turkey’s expense. In the search for the 
British Government’s motives one comes finally upon tlie old 
British longing for Suda Bay.^ (Bulow : ' Possibly.’) 

That this goes on has been shown during the occupation of 
Crete by the fact that tlie British troops have always tried to 
treat tliis bay as a part of the Cretan coast entrusted to their 
special protection and to keep the troops of the other Powers 
away from it. Of course England cannot demand Suda Bay 
openly before Europe as her commission for agreeing to deliver 
Crete up to Greece. Thus she has little inducement to hurry 
on with the Cretan question so long as there is no prospect of 
material gain for herself out of it. She is perhaps waiting to 
see what price Greece will offer her for changing her attitude. 
The Greeks are already declaring qiiite openly that they would 
give up Suda Bay to any Power that would let them have 
Crete. They would therefore doubtless be ready at once to give 
up their rights to the bay by a secret treaty with England. 
It should not be forgotten that England could easily cloak the 
transaction later on taking Suda Bay in exchange for Cyprus, 
which is useless for British purposes and has long been yearning 
for union vith Greece. (Bulow : ‘ ?’) So far there are no 
signs of any negociations between England and Greece having 
taken place ; but many of the diplomats here have the impres- 
sion that England does not wish to show her cards for the present 
and does not consider the moment come for playing out her
